Month of April Showed 345 
Vessels Calling at Japanese 


Port—Japan First, America 
Second, Britain Third

The ‘statistics of the’ Yokohama 
Harbor office show that last April 
constituted a record for shipping at 
that ‘port. During: the month «945 
vessels ehtered thie port with a total 


registered tonnage of '724;264 tons. 


Of this number 179 Vessels with a 
registered toémnage of 627,512 tons 
were engaged in foreign trade. Ships 
flying the Japanese flag were in the 
majority, American second and Brit- 
ish third. To ‘be oxact there were 
103 Japariese veisela, 32° Arherican 
and 25° British. ‘The registered ‘ton’ 
nage of the Japanese ships is 253,022 
tons, Americans 125,825: ‘tons and 
British 116,661 tons. 

If the United Statés Shipping Board 
freighters continue to increase in
